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Schools’ cash boost 

Seven local schools to benefit from multi-million-pound investment. 


On Thursday 24 May the 
Council announced it was 
set to spend £30 million 
on rebuilding two of the 
borough’s schools while, 
on the same day, the 
Government allocated 
funding for five more schools 
through its Priority School 
Funding Programme. 

Waltham Forest was one 
of the only authorities in the 
country to challenge the 
Government’s decision to 
scrap the Building Schools for 
the Future (BSF) programme 
in 2010 - a battle the Council 
finally concluded this year. 

Willowfield School in 
Walthamstow is set to benefit 
from a £20 million cash boost 
from the Council. It will be 
relocated to a new site and 
rebuilt, providing access to 
playing fields and offering 
excellent facilities. 

Leytonstone School - who 
were packed and ready to 
move to a temporary location 
on the day the BSF cancellation 
was announced - will benefit 
from £10 million worth of 
improvement works. 

The Council’s announcement 
dovetails with Government 
plans to allocate funding to 
Buxton School, George 
Mitchell School, Flawkswood 
Primary PRU, Selwyn Primary 
School and St Joseph’s 
Catholic Infant School.

Leader of Waltham Forest 
Council, Cllr Chris Robbins, 
said: “The plans we have 
for Willowfield School and 
Leytonstone School promise 
to be first-rate, and hearing 
that we’ll be able to overhaul 
five more of our schools is 
fantastic news. 

“We’ve got excellent 
teachers and young people 
with the ability to achieve 


anything they set their minds 
to, but to help them reach 
their fullest potential we 
also need first-class 
facilities to help their studies 
- that’s what this has 
been about all along. 

“These plans - along with 
the additional £1 million 
we’re investing in improving 
attainment and the £50 million 
we received for extra school 


places - means our young 
people now have a brighter 
future than ever before.”

In my opinion

Former Borough Commander, Waltham Forest Police 



When I joined the Police 
Service 32 years ago 
I never imagined the 
opportunities that would be 
bestowed upon me. Not for 
a moment did I dream of 
reaching the rank of Chief 
Superintendent, or playing 
a very small part in policing 
an Olympic Games in London. My whole sense of 
purpose was, and to this day remains, to serve in 
pursuit of a safer London. 

Being the Borough Commander at Waltham Forest 
I have followed that principle. My vision was always 
to create a stronger partnership, deliver community 
focussed services and increase enforcement activity 
against offenders. Yes, in these times of austerity it 
has been one of the most challenging periods of my 
service, but equally rewarding. 

Firstly I want to publicly acknowledge the 900 
officers, staff and volunteers who work for Waltham 
Forest Police. I want to thank those who look out for 
their community and do something positive when 
things are not right. Every day members of the public 
engage with the police, call to report suspicious 
activities and support those in need. 

I have met key people who have been held up as role 
models throughout my career and some of those have 
included those who moan, groan and are negative. 

I always said ‘I do not want to be like them’, and 
unsurprisingly I can’t remember their names. 

I accept there will always be areas for improvement in 
trying to keep the borough safe and people selective in 
any statistics they quote. However, the strength of the 
partnership in Waltham Forest is best reflected in last 
year’s performance figures, which show there were less 
victims of crime. It also delivered a reduction in total 
property and violent crime. Waltham Forest was one 
of only a few boroughs to achieve a reduction in both 
robbery and burglary offences. 

In Waltham Forest there is a mature partnership. The 
police, the Council and community work closely to solve 
problems jointly. Recognising that you can’t arrest your 
way out of a crime problem, it is important that the skills, 
experience and knowledge of individuals are always 
considered. The borough’s gangs programme is just one 
example of how innovation can make a real difference. 

To conclude, I am confident that by remaining 
positive, avoiding complacency and working as a team, 
Waltham Forest will continue to be a great place to live 
and work and the borough will continue to become a 
safer place.

Wiping Out Enviro-crime 

• Council’s trailblazing enviro-crime work highlighted at parliament summit 

• Shadow Minister joins Cabinet Member to speak at Westminster event 


Councillor Clyde Loakes, 
Waltham Forest Council’s 
Cabinet Member for 
Environment, was the 
keynote speaker at the 
recent ‘Wiping Out Enviro- 
crime’ event held at 
Portcullis House on 21 May. 

The summit was held in 
the iconic building opposite 
the House of Commons in 
order to highlight some of 
the challenges facing local 
government as it works to 
deal with environmental crime 
blighting neighbourhoods. 
Everything from litter to 
fly-tipping, estate agent boards 
to dumped mattresses were 
raised as issues impacting on 
the quality of life of residents. 

While the Secretary of 
State for the Department of 
Environment, Food and Rural 
Affairs was unable to make the 
event, Shadow Environment 
Secretary, Mary Creagh MR 


was on-hand to make the 
opening speech. 

She praised Waltham Forest 
for “setting itself up as the 
seedbed,” highlighting the 
practical application of policy 
to combat enviro-crime. Mary 
Creagh was followed by Cllr 
Loakes, who explained how 
the Council had put the quality 
of the local environment “at 
the heart of everything we do.” 

He explained how the 
launch of the Council’s ‘Wipe 
it Out’ campaign back in 2009 
heralded a sea change in the 
way the authority approached 
various issues affecting the 
borough’s environment, and 
how that can change the way 
residents feel about where 
they live. 

The campaign has seen the 
Council achieve the second 
highest level of prosecutions 
in London brought against 
those perpetrating enviro- 


crime offences. From a 
concerted campaign to clear 
up dirty front gardens to a 
reduction in the number of 
fly-tips in the borough by a 
quarter since 2010, Waltham 
Forest can point to practical 
examples of success. 

Cllr Loakes then went on 
to announce that the Council 
will be launching the second 
phase of ‘Wipe it Out’ that 
will build on the successes so 
far. As well as broadening the 
scope to include areas such 
as fly-posting and metal theft, 
the Council also wants more 
effective powers to deal with 
enviro-crime. 

“In many cases the law 
doesn’t need changing, but 
simply refining and improving. 
For instance, we want to 
compel property owners to 
remove graffiti within 48 hours 
rather than the current statutory 
14 days,” said Cllr Loakes. 


“We also want to see 
consistency when it comes 
to sentencing so that the 
courts hold people to account 
and do not send out mixed 
messages. In essence, 
we want to live up to our 
residents’ expectations to 
crack down hard on those 
carrying our enviro-crimes.” 

Other speakers on the 
day included Steve Lee, 

Chief Executive of the 
Chartered Institution of 
Wastes Management, and 
Lord Filkin, representing 
the event sponsors, NSL 
Services Group.

A cleaner greener market 

• New recycling initiative at Walthamstow Market is proving fruitful 

• Around 10 tonnes of recycling and food waste collected every week 


Residents have always 
told the Council that 
they wanted the borough 
to be kept looking 
smarter and tidier, and 
Walthamstow Market’s 
makeover continues in 
order to help achieve 
this aim. 

Until recently all market 
waste was mixed as general 
refuse, but thanks to a new 
Council initiative market 
traders can now recycle 
everything from fruit and 
vegetables to cardboard and 
plastic packaging. 

Recycling bins are now 
situated at strategic points 
up and down the length 
of the market, allowing 
traders to dispose of waste 
in different bins during their 
working days. 

These bins are emptied 
two or three times a day to 
ensure they do not overflow 
and a Council worker with 
an electric cart also travels 
through the market collecting 
rubbish and separating the 


different materials. 

The results have been 
dramatic, with 10 tonnes of 
recycling collected from the 
market every week - five 
tonnes of which is made 
up of discarded fruit and 
vegetables alone. 

“That’s a lot of food waste 
that is now being turned 
into compost rather than 
sent to landfill,” Cllr Clyde 
Loakes, Cabinet Member for 


Environment, told Waltham 
Forest News. 

“It’s really important that 
everyone in Waltham Forest 
does their bit, and obviously 
market traders produce a lot 
of waste that can be either 
composted or recycled.” 

The news comes hot off 
the heels of a number of 
changes to the market. New 
branding and advertising will 
help give it a fresh new look 


and feel that residents and 
visitors alike will be able to 
appreciate. 

The market has also 
recently expanded to include 
58 new stalls at the St 
James’s Street end of the 
High Street on a Saturday, 
offering a wider array of stalls 
and increasing the diversity 
of the market. 

In addition to the recycling 
measures, the market’s old 
litter bins have been replaced 
with new dual purpose 
bins. Not only do they have 
separate sections for general 
waste and recycling, they 
also have a metal plate to 
extinguish cigarette ends 
and a compartment to 
place them in.

• One size fits all approach thrown out in favour of fairer licensing 


Small businesses that 
display goods outside the 
front of their shops are 
getting a fairer deal thanks 
to changes recently 
implemented by Waltham 
Forest Council. 


Smaller businesses get a fairer deal 


Before the change, the 
shopfront licensing fee was 
set at the same level for a 
large shopfront stall as it was 
for a small one. 

As well as street trading 
licence fees being relevant 


to the size of the shopfront 
stall, the Council also 
reduced the usual period 
for a shopfront trading 
licence. In the past, the 
minimum amount of time 
a licence would be issued 
for was 12 months. This has 
now been slashed so that 
licences running for as little 
as one month can be applied 
for, with the fee obviously 
relevant to that period. 

“We recognised that the 
old rules weren’t fair on 
small businesses,” Cllr Clyde 
Loakes, Cabinet Member 
for Environment, told 
Waltham Forest News. 

“While it’s important that 
everyone is treated the 
same in terms of applying 
for a license, the impact 
of cost was something we 
recognised was negligible 
to a big business, whereas 
for a small outlet could make 


quite a difference. 

“These changes will be a 
great benefit to both existing 
businesses and new shops 
that need street trading 
licences.

“Also, by allowing small 
businesses to apply for 
shorter licences they can 
maintain their cashflow and 
we can help them get their 
business off the ground 
before they commit too 
much capital.”

With so many good causes 
offering challenges to take 
up as a way to raise vital 
funds for them, there’s 
plenty of choice if you want 
to do your bit for charity. 
Whether you’re jogging 
5km, swimming a mile or 
cycling across London, for 
the average person there’s 
lots of ways to get fit and 
healthy while doing 
something for others. 

But for one local man only 
an extreme event would be a 
big enough challenge and a 
fitting way to raise money for 
charity Help for Heroes. 

Chingford resident Barry 
Watkins, who co-owns 
local ‘bootcamp’ Pegasus 
Military Fitness, has decided 
to compete in one of the 
toughest endurance races 
in Britain - The Paras 10 P 
Company Challenge. 

The challenge is based on 
the pre-parachute selection 
course run by Pegasus 


Company for all those who 
wish to serve with the UK’s 
Airborne Forces. It assesses 
fitness, mental robustness and 
determination. It offers even 
the most ardent fitness fanatics 
a tough physical challenge. 

The race, which takes place 
at Colchester Garrison on 
Sunday 21 October, will see 
Barry run a 10-mile course over 
rough and undulating terrain 
while carrying a 351b (18kg) 
pack and wearing military 
boots and combat trousers. 

And as if the challenge 
wasn’t tough enough, Barry 
aims to complete the course 
in less than one hour 50 
minutes - the cut off time 
for potential recruits to the 
Parachute Regiment. 

Barry told Waltham Forest 
News: “Help for Heroes is 
a charity I greatly admire. It 
does some amazing things 
for wounded servicemen and 
women and I felt that I would 
like to raise money for them. 


“I think it’s important that as 
well as helping other people 
to get fit and push themselves 
that I should also keep 
challenging myself and set an 
example to other people. 

“I haven’t always been this 
fit, a couple of years ago I 
was around two and a half 
stones overweight. I want 
people to know they can do 
amazing things and it’s 
never too late to get fit.” 

Barry is no stranger to 
extreme challenges. Last 
year he completed the “grim 
challenge” at the military 
garrison in Aldershot. The race 
saw Barry and thousands 
of other entrants running, 
crawling and swimming their 
way round the muddy and 
waterlogged eight-mile track 
used to test British military 
vehicles in Hampshire. 

And the people Barry helps 
get fit with his bootcamp 
classes have also been 
supporting him and helping 


him prepare for the race. 

Barry said: “My clients have 
been helping me to train in 
their own special way. Last 
week we had 30 people attend 
one of our sessions and I 
carried everyone’s water in a 
pack during a four mile run. I 
weighed it and it was 451b so 
they are definitely helping me 
get used to wearing the pack! 

“Doing fitness challenges for 
charity can be a great way of 
motivating yourself to get fit and 
keep fit, and of course it makes 
you feel good because you’re 
helping others in the process.”

Waltham Forest Council has responded to Government plans 
to increase the number of children entitled to free pre-school 
places by setting out plans to have double the number required 
by 2014. The Council already provides 200 places to the most 
disadvantaged two-year-olds in the borough and has outlined 
how it will increase the numbers in the future to make sure 
even more children are provided with free early years education. 
Importantly, the Council’s plans allow for more children to go to 
Pre-Schools and Children’s Centre’s earlier, without the quality of 
education being compromised by a sudden influx of children.

One of Waltham Forest 
Council’s main priorities is to 
protect the borough’s most 
vulnerable people. A major 
part of this is to make sure 
that children in care are well 
looked-after and get the 
best possible start in life. 

This year the Council needs 
an extra 25 foster carers to look 
after children in desperate need 
of a stable family life. Waltham 
Forest News spoke to one 
family who are doing their bit to 
provide a loving foster home. 

Pauline and Kingsley 
Plughes were approved to 
foster children in Waltham 
Forest 18 months ago. 

Pauline told Waltham Forest 
News: “We had talked about 
fostering a child for many 
years, but wanted our own 
children to be a little older first. 

“John* is the second child 
we have fostered and was just 
a few days old when he came 
to live with us, as was the first 
child we fostered.” 

Sadly, both babies the 
Hughes’ have fostered were 
born to mothers who had drug 
problems and were unable to 
care for their children. 

Pauline said: “Although it’s 


difficult looking after a newborn 
baby again, especially one with 
health problems, offering a 
child a home and seeing them 
grow and thrive is the most 
fantastic experience. 

“Being a foster carer is one 
of the most amazing and 
rewarding things I have ever 
done, apart from raising my 
own children.” 

The Council needs foster 
carers of all ethnicities, cultures 
and religions. You do not have 
to be married to foster. You 
can be living with a partner, be 
single, lesbian, gay or a same 
sex couple. You do not have 
to own a home and can live in 
rented accommodation. 

Pauline added: “Fostering 
isn’t just for married couples 
and older ladies; I want to 
encourage younger people 
to consider becoming carers 
as well. It really will be one 
of the best decisions you 
ever make.” 

The Council also needs 
specialist foster carers for 
young people aged 11 to 16 
who have the most complex 
needs. While their behaviour 
can be challenging, they have 
vibrant personalities, strengths 


and talents that with stability 
and care can shine through. 

The Council runs information 
sessions about fostering every 
month at Waltham Forest Town 
Hall (Forest Road, Walthamstow 
El 7 4JF). You can find out 
more about fostering and meet 
social workers and foster carers 
face to face. 

Pauline said: “I really can’t 
stress enough how important 
I think it is that people foster. 

I would encourage anyone 
who is even thinking about it 
to go along to a session and 
find out more. 

“I firmly believe that the 
children living in this borough 
are all of our children, and 
it’s our responsibility to look 
after them, nurture them and 
give them the best possible 
opportunities in life.”

Top ranked Youth 
Offending Service 

• Waltham Forest Youth Offending Service in the top third of London boroughs 

• Inspection highlights good practice in work across the board 


An inspection of the 
Council’s Youth Offending 
Service has highlighted 
good practice, with 
Waltham Forest being 
ranked in the top third of 
London boroughs for all 
three strands of its work. 

The inspection, carried out 
by Her Majesty’s Inspectorate 
of Probation, judged Waltham 
Forest to be in the top ten of 
the 33 boroughs in the Capital 
when it came to preventing 
young people from reoffending. 

The report is good news for 
everyone living in the borough 
and shows the Council’s 
priority to improve the safety 
of the community and reduce 
levels of crime and anti-social 
behaviour is reaping rewards. 

In terms of both the work 
done to ‘safeguard’ the 
young person and to protect 
the public from ‘risk of harm’ 
the authority was also judged 
to be in the top third of 
London Boroughs. 

In all three areas the 


inspection showed Waltham 
Forest to be above average 
compared to the other 
London boroughs. 

Similarly, Waltham Forest 
scored particularly highly 
in relation to sustaining 
outcomes, both in relation to 
the work it does to address 
‘risk of harm’ and ‘likelihood of 


reoffending’. 

“It’s testament to the 
work the team does,” said 
Cllr Marie Pye, Cabinet 
Member for Children and 
Young People. “Our Youth 
Offending Service works hard 
to address the three key areas 
of ‘safeguarding’, ‘risk of harm 
to others’ and ‘likelihood of 
reoffending’, and in all three 
we have scored highly. 

“This inspection proves that 
we’re pulling our weight when 


it comes to youth offending, 
and while we still have room 
to improve, it is extremely 
encouraging to receive such 
a positive assessment right 
across the board.” 

Preventing young people 
from reoffending benefits 
everyone living in Waltham 
Forest. Working with young 


people to help them and 
stop them from committing 
further crime saves both time 
and resources for the Police 
and Council to concentrate 
on other community safety 
issues. Just one example of 
which is the groundbreaking 
Enough is Enough gang 
intervention programme. 

The report caps a very 
successful year so far for the 
Youth Offending Team, who 
were also joint winners of the 


Team of the Year staff award at 
the Council’s recent Love Your 
Borough award ceremony. 

The team was praised 
at the ceremony for the 
new approach they have 
taken to supporting young 
people, which includes drug 
counselling, parenting advice 
and other forms of help. 

The Inspectorate of 
Probation report also 
describes how the Youth 
Offending Service works with 
children and young people 
who both pose a risk of harm 
to others, but who were also 
potential victims. The report 
added, ‘Helpfully, case workers 
were knowledgeable about the 
local area and the affiliations 
and allegiances of those with 
whom they were working.’

Enjoy a Big Lunch, a big save and a quick 

clean up by following these helpful hints 

to keep waste to a minimum: 

/ Try to estimate how many people will be 
coming and only buy for that number of 
guests to avoid throwing food away 

/ Get everyone to check their cupboards 
and fridges before shopping for party 
food and design a dish based on what’s 
‘in stock’. You might just save pounds 
on the cost of the ingredients 

/ Be sure to make a list before hitting the 
shops 

/ Keep a list of what food everyone is 
bringing to avoid ending up with lots 
of the same dish, or just way too much 
food 

/ Try making leftover cooked potatoes (or 
ones that have gone a bit sprouty) into 
a salad with sliced red or spring onion 
and mayonnaise - a tasty salad that 
travels well 

/ Why not chop up some spare veg from 
your salad drawer into little crudites to 
have with dips - a healthy addition to 


the table that’s easy to prepare
